That State’s Attorney Crowe has 
broken with Mayor Thompson over the 
‘‘open. town question’ became patent 
last night when the state’s attorriey 
issued a 4,000 statement declaring that 
the mayor’s conduct in supporting 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris shows that 
he has lined up on the side of “ open 
and protected vice and gambling.” 

The statement, which was directed 
to the people of Chicago, was followed 
immediately by a written appeal to 
Sheriff Peters for deputies to carry on 
the war on prostitution and gambling. 
Mr. .Peters announced that he will 
‘“‘ give the state’s attorney all the men 
he wants.”’ 

Mayor Ignores His Demand. 

As mayor of Chicago Mr. Thompson 
is the superior of Chief Fitzmorris, his 
appointee, the state’s attorney says. 
For five days the mayor has failed to 
answer Mr. Crowe’s letter declaring 
Chief Fitzmorris’ conduct in the “ open 
town” controversy to be outrageous 
and demanding that the mayor bring 
him to time. 

These facts, the sstate’s attorney as- 
serts, indicate that the mayor “ap- 
proves of the acts, orders, and conduct 
of his subordinate, the chief of police.” 

“T have therefore been forced to the 
conclusion that I cannot at this time 
use policemen for this work (suppres- 
sion of open and protected vice and 
gambling) unhindered by ‘threats and

i Points to Obstacles. 


The statement tells of the obstacles 
which the police, over which the mayor 
has “supreme control” under the law, 
the state’s attorney points out, have 
thrown in the path of Mr. Crowe's 
eleven months war on open and pro- 
tected law violations.

Here Are Crowe’s Charges.

gambling eleven months ago. Indict- 
ments followed. Convictions followed 
‘in the trial of 140 cases. 
Repeatedly, however, Chief Fitzmor- 
ris complained, Mr. Crowe says, about 
the use of policemen for raiding pur- 
poses. He threatened to take the police 
away unless the raids were stopped, 
the state’s attorney says. 

On July 12 Mr. Crowe sent Chief 
Fitzmorris a list of places “in which 
during the last seven months, open 
prostitution and open gambling or 
open vice has been notoriously prac- 
ticed.” The chief didn’t answer. 

Mayor Makes No Move. 

The state’s attorney waited in his of- 
fice last night until.6 o’clock far some 
word from the mayor. Neither tele- 
phone call, messenger, or letter arrived 
and then Mr. Crowe let loose with his 
statement of the underlying facts in 
his seven day war with Chief Fitz- 
morris. 

“Please say for me,” said Mayor 
Thompson last night, “that I am in- 
vestigating the whole matter. I will 
announce my decision when I arrive 
at it. I don’t want to talk about what 
either side says.” 

Chief Fitzmorrjs listened to the 
statement over the telephone and said: 
“JT won't say a word. I won't even say 
that.” 


MR. CROWE’S STATEMENT

Bonus Bill in 
Senate Beaten 
Again; 28-38 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[Spe 
cial.]—The soldiers’ bonus failed again 
tonight when the senate rejected Sena- 
tor Reed’s amendment to retain the 
excess profits tax in the revenue bill to 
Sustain it. The vote was 28 for the 
amendment to 38 against it. 

Notwithstanding the failure of the 
Reed amendment, there was apparent 
in the debate a strong sentiment favor- 
ing the bonus. .Several Republican 
senators who yielded to President 
Harding's plea that the bonus bill be 
sidetracked because of financial em- 
barrassments, admitted means must be 
devised to provide compensation for 
the soldiers. 

Five Republicans voted. for the 
amendment: Capper [{Kas.], Johnson 
‘{Cal.], Kenyon [Ia.], Ladd [N. D.], 
and La_ Follette [Wis.]. Senator 
Myers [Mont.] was the only Democrat 
to vote against it. 

Kenyon Turns to Bonus. 

Senator Kenyon, Iowa, aroused the 
crowded galleries to applause in his 
brief plea for the adoption of the Reed 
amendment. He admitted that he had 
heeded President Harding’s request to 
send the bonus bill back to commit- 
tee because he did not want to embar- 
rass the President at the outset of 
his administration, fully realizing the 
difficulties that beset it. 

“But I would not do it again,” Sen- 
ator Kenyon said. “ Not after two re- 
cent experiences. I listened not long 
ago to the testimony of a West Vir- 
ginia coal operator who said he had 
last year paid an excess profits tax 
of $1,000,000 and didn’t feel it. That 
game day I was called from my seat in 
the senate to seé an Iowa soldier who 
hag been wounded seventeen times in 
France, who had appealed to me on 
behalf of his starving wife and chil- 
aren, who were then being cared for 
by the Salvation Army because he 
could not support them.” 

Demagogues vs. Statesmen. 


Senator Kenyon said senators who 


advocated a bonus were Called dema- 
gogues, those who tried to help the 
farmers were ‘“‘ demagogues,’’ and that 
those who tried to do anything for labor 
were ‘‘ demagogues.” 

“The way not to be a demagogue,” 
he said, “is to vote to take the tax off 
of golf balls, furs, and excess profits. 
Do that anq you immediately become 
a great statesman. 

“Be this measure Democratic or Re- 
publican, I.am going to vote for it.” 

Senator McCumber, North Dakota, 
who rebelled against the President's 
request to shelve the bill, said that he 
was still for the bonus, but that he 
did not want it tied up with the rev- 
enue bill. He said the interest on the 
foreign debt to America should be 
utilized to finance the bonus. 

Senator Jones, New Mexico, and Sen- 
ator Stanley, Kentucky, also made 
stirring pleas for adoption of the Reed 
amendment.

Amid Funeral Pomp.

While the Hohen- 
zollerns. followed their hopes to the 
grave in the funeral of the kaiserin, 
the Wittlesbachs took to everlasting 
rest only one of their leaders—one who 
had seen Germany’s greatness and Ger- 
many’s fall. 

And behind the coffin walked the new 
hope of the Wittlesbachs, the former 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, 
addressed by the Hungarian -govern- 
ment as “ King Rupprecht of Bavaria,” 
and by his side walked a grand duchess 
of Luxembourg, now his wife. 

Royalist Bavaria in hundreds, of 
thousands attended and wept for the 
dead democratic king, combining their 
sympathy with the hope that Rup- 
precht would succeed to the throne.

To face which situation in the world’s 
affairs, this crowd of hastily compiled 
representatives, and their associates, 
dependents and satellites. now gathers 
at Washington.

A most distracting time it will be and 
it will’ be extraordinarily difficult to 
keep its real significance in mind. 

So let us repeat here its real sig- 
nificance. | 

The great war has struck a blow at’ 
the very foundations of our civilization; 
it has shattered the monetary system | 
which is the medium of all our eco-| 
nomic life. A rotting down of civili- 
zation is spreading now very rapidly | 
and nothing is being done to arrest it. | 
Production stagnates and dwindles. 
This can only be restored by the frank 
collective action of the chief powers. 
of the world. 

At present the chief powers of *the 
world show no signs of the collectiv@ 
action demanded. They are still ob- 
sessed by old fashioned ideas of ‘na- 
tional sovereignty and national com- 
petition, and though all verge on bank- 
ruptcy, they maintain and develop 
fresh armies and fleets. "That is to 
say, they are in the preparatory stage 
of another war. So long as this di- 
vided and threatening state of affairs

It is an unhappy 
thing that Poland should rise from 
being the unwilling slave of German

That chilling the body predisposes to 
cold is a matter of common information. 
Within the last few years laboratory in- 
vestigation has bedh explaining the fact 
din a scientific way. Drs, Mudd, Gold- 
man, and Grant of St.- Louis devised a 
very delicate instrument for registering 
the temperature of the exposed surface. 
Using this instrument, they found that 
chilling one part of the body would low- 
er the temperature of other parts. For 
instance, by sticking the feet in cold 
water the temperature of the skin on the 
forehead was made to fall. Chilling the 
feet caused an even more rapid and a 
greater fall in the temperature of the 
membranes lining the mouth, nose, and 
throat. In their observations they noted 


lining rises, but some time is required to 
get back to normal again. With this 
fall in temperature there goes a tem- 


In fact, they cite some cases, about ten; 
in which they thought they almost 
proved that this was the way colds were 
contracted. Some of these colds were or- 
dinary nose colds and some cases o 
sore throat. | 

In so far as these experiments and ob- 
servations teach us anything, they show 
that when the ordinary individual sets 
his feet wet or cold he chills the inside 
of his body as well as the skin. When 
the upper breathing apparatus is chilled 
the danger of sore throats and coryzas 
is increased.

‘the late Theodore Roosevelt. 


New Protest on Washington Parley. 


Foreign Minister Tchitcherin has ad- 
dressed a note to Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan, and the United States 
reiterating the July protest against the 
Washington conference on the Pacific 
problems without the participation of 
Russia, declaring Russia will preserve 
complete liberty of action respecting 
the decisions of the conference. 

The ndte says a nation of 130,000,000 
persons cannot permit itself to be an 
inert object for outsiders to dispose of.

EPORTS from many localities in 
the state -ay that quail are quite 
plentiful. Two successive mild 
winters and three good nesting 

seasons have riultiplied the Bob White 
coveys by the score. In Indiana and 
Illinois there hasn’t been such an 
abundance of quail in years. This is 
cheering news, considering the fact 
that Bob White as a rule has a pretty 
hard time of it. What with pot shot- 
ters, deep snows, and—of late years— 
intensive agriculture, which has meant 
the destruction of weed patches and 
brush, quail are finding it increasingly 
difficult to get along. 
Probably no other American gume 
bird is so generally well known: as the 
Bob White. It is widely distributed 
over the United States, east of the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers, and is said 
to be gradually extending its range It 
has been introduced in several western 
states, much to the joy of hunters. 
Even as far as Oregon and Utah this 
handsome little game bird has become 
fairly abundant, apparently liking its 
/'new surroundings, where the climate 


food arw congenial. 

Quail are sociable birds. Although 
\they do not travel about in large num 
| bers, they get together in ceveys which 
‘are big enough to make the shooting 
game 2 sporty proposition. It would 
be difficult to pick a more ideal game 
bird than Bob White. He is delicious 
eating, speedy on| the wing (as a quali 
is good for about seventy-five feet a 
second), and then, too, he lies close to 


cover. Few game birds will rise nearer 


the gun than the quail, and this habit | 
makes it pretty easy for. the novice, | 


who is looking for some comparatively 
easy shots. 

Another attraction about quail hunt- 
ing is the fact that it means both 
open and brush shooting. Early in the 


day you usually will find the coveys | 


in the ragweed or open fields, next to 
thickets, which gives the early hunter 
a few open shots. Later the birds get 
into the brush, and this type of shoot. 
ing often will make the expert hustle. 
The open season in Lllinois runs 
from Nov. 10 to Dec. 10, which affords 
shooters plenty of time to get in some 
good licks at their favorite sport. 


Indiana has a slightly longer season, 
Nov. 10 to Dec. 20. Michigan, Wiscon 
sin, and Iowa have no open season 
this.vear. In Illinois you can shoot 


twelve birds a day, but it is against 


the law to have more than thirty-six 
in your possession at any one time.

KNOWING THE POTATO. 

HE crowd beliéves that the potato 
is rattening. With the help of 
the best dietitians the crowd 
might learn that the potas is 
one of the things that neither the 
‘stout nor the diabetic should cut out 
‘ot the diet. I have pronounced views 
on the subject of diets for the diabetic, 
on which they soroectimes live for four 
or five years almost bedridden, and 

then dle. 
If an invalid cannot find some way 
of measuring improvement on a medi- 
Cak régime whose whole feature is a 
diet, within a few months, and then 
his more and more rapid improvement, 
it is certainly time to reject that diet. 
This living on from year to year with- 
out liking what you eat is a terrible 


Martyrdom, 
", Let the obese cut out bread, sugars, 


and all the other starches, but cling 
as for dear life to the potato. A raw 
potato averages about 385 calories. A 
mashed potato enhanced with cream 
and butter averages about 500 calories 
per pound. It has taken up some 
water in the cooking so the butter 
and cream are added to something less 
than 385 calories. Breads average 1,200 
calories per pound Butter is from 
3,400 calories per pound up. Sugar 
averages 1,800 per pound 

‘All the cereals when dry average 
1,600 calories per pound. If you add 
once their measure of water in cook- 


ing them, and none of this is cooked 
away, the product will average 800 
calories. Measure the calories of a 
cooked cereal in this fashion, and those 
which are the most diluted with water 
im the cooking will have about the same 
number of calories as the raw potato. 


Potato Virtues Numerous. 
But the potato starch is more diges- | 
thle than most of the starches. Great 
dietitians of an earlier day have de- 
clared that it had great value medic- 
inally, because of its digestibility and 
high rate of alkalinity. Sherman gives 
it high ranking as a basic food, as 
compared with one which gives an 
acid reaction, while bread is ranked as 
an acid maker. The potato conserves 
stive energy. If all the virtues 
that have been discovered In the potato 
Were, compiled or classified, such an 
enumeration would make a great show- 
ing. If you are interested, take up the 
study of the potato! 
. The baked potato loses one-fourth of 
its 78 per cent of water by evapora- 
tion in cooking; therefore, it has more 
calories than when raw, or it might 
have over 800 calories per pound. Po- 
tato chips have all that water, prac- 
tieally, removed and considerable fat 
at the rate of 4,000 calories» per pound 
added to them, so that they have been 
reckoned as averaging 2,675 calories 
per pound. The obese can well omit 
all sorts of fried potatoes. If they were 
just potatoes, with the water dried out, 
their caloric value a pound would be 
like that of cereals or all the food 
starches in that condition; that is, 1,600 
calories per pound. This would indi- 
cate that a pound of potato chips has 
about one-quarter of a pound of fat. 


Valnes by Calories. 

In a book describing the follies of a 
certain type of woman it tells how one 
of them, after removing three pounds 
by an expensive treatment—eshe man- 
aged to breathe out and sweat off that 
much water—ate at luncheon “only 
t6mato puree, creamed chicken and 
sweetbreads, Boston brown bread and 
butter, orange punch, and Lady Balti- 
more cake, severely cutting out the 
potatoes.” . ; 

That woman could have found a 
sensible combination of foods by study- 
ing the Atwater tables, which are to 


has the title “ The Chemical Composi- 
tion of Food Materials.” Besides show- 
ing the composition of almost every 
food we eat, and the composition of 
different cuts of meat and differences 
brought about by cooking various 
fdods, it gives the “fuel value per 
pound” of each. That value is méas- 
ured by ealories. 

The eater, then, In taking or reject- 
ing the potato as a fattener, or as a 
medicine, needs to consider how it has 
been cooked and how much in the way 
of calories has been added to it. Cheese 
and butter and cream have rather 
high caloric value. Cabbage in~ the 
Irish mixture of potatoes and cabbage, 
called “colcannon,” has but few cal- 
ories. Milk and green pepper in potato 
O’Brien do not raise the caloric value 
of the potato, but there is a little butter 
used. Cream of potato soup is light 
in calories. Potatoes au gratin may 
have a rather high caloric yield. Eggs 
are rather low in calories, so potato 
omelets and souffies are not real fuel 
foods. Of course, the potato may be 
made indigestible by the way it is 
treated in these additions. ‘ 


Steamed Potatoes. 

There is no loss, or comparatively 
none, as compared with boiling, when 
potatoes are steamed. They are meali- 
est if a ring of the skin. is removéd, 
and may be used like plain boiled pota- 
to, but are excellent for ricing as well 
as mashing, and for the endless varia- 
tions after mashed. 


Cautions for Boiled Potatoes. 


Here are some of the cautions which 
domestic science teachers have given 
concerning the bolling of potatoes: 
“ Boil them in their jackets if possible, 
so that you need not lose the valuable 
mineral matter which lies close to 
the skin. Be sure to remove the wa- 
ter from boiled potatoes as s00n as 
they are done. After draining the wa- 
ter off, don’t let them stand covered; 
the steam should be allowed to escape. 
Mashed potatoes should not be smooth- 
ed down on top. Let the steam escape, 
and the potatoes will be mealy.” But 
sometimes we like our, mashed potato 


creamy—not watery—and when 
worked to a cream we may smooth it 
over. 

Baked Potato. 


Wash and rub or brush, wipe dry 
medium sized potatoes; rub them over 
with some fat, and bake in medium 
hot oven. The skin should be clean

“ Don’t have your oven too hot. Don't 
have different sized potatoes. Don’t 
delay in getting them in—they refuse 
to be hurried along toward the ‘ast. 


Don’t fail to allow forty-five minutes : 


to an hour for a medium sized six 
ounce potato, Don’t pick too big po- 
tatoes. Don’t put them in the oven 
dripping with cold water. Don’t plan 
to serve them as a second course in a 
dinner—it is difficult to time them just 
right—use them in the first course in 
a lunch or supper.” 
Stuffed Baked Potatoes. 
Cut off the top of a baked potato, or 


them in half, mash and season, and 
refill potato skins or shells, piling po- 
tato lightly, butter and brown pota- 
toes in oven, or sprinkle with cheese 
and brown, and so forth. 

3 Camp Fried Potatoes. 

Nothing is quite as perfect for its 
type as the perfettly cooked French 
fried potato [fried in deep fat! an‘4 
nothing may be much worse than pan 
fried potatoes—so&gy with fat—but 
these pan fried potatoes may also be 
wholesome and highly palatable. Per- 
haps fresh pork fat is best for the 
work, but fat from fat salt pork fried 
out without burning, or bacon fat, is 
good, and lard will do. 

Put two tablespoons of fat into a 
large frying pan. When hat add a 
pint of peeled and evenly sliced ruw 
potato, and sprinkle a little salt over 
them. Do not have a strong fire under 
the pan, or the potatoes Wwill brown 
too soon. The fat should be hot 
enough to seal the outside of tha 
slices so that they will not soak up 


Turn the potatoés when they have 
browned on one side, cover them 
closely, and let them cook until they 
are a light brown next to the pan. 
These need to be cooked gently, yet 
browned to crispness. Using .the cover 
during the second half of the cooking 
makes it possible to have a low fire 
and also prevents them from drying 
too much. This is distinctly a man’s 
dish, | 
Potatoes a la Madeleine. ) 
The chef prepares many fine po 
tatoes for further cooking in the fry- 
ing pan. In this recipe, small po- 
tatoes of even size, quite small, or even 
cut out potato balls, are used. The 
peeled potatoes are tossed in butter, 
seasoned, and then baked In the oven 
by ‘themselves or with meat. 
Hashed Brown Potatoes. 


Chop four rather large cold boiled 
potatoes rather coarsely, and season 
with a little pepper and salt. Melt two 
tablespoons of butter or other fat in 


‘the frying pan, and when hot pour po- 


Fold over like an omelet, and serve. 


O’Brien Potatoes. 

Cut in dice six or eight cold bolled 
potatoes and one-half a green pepper. 
Mince a small onion and sweat itina 
small tablespoon of butter. Add the 
potato and pepper and from two to 
four tablespoons of milk, not enough 
to set, but bind. Do not stir, but 
level top and cook over a medium fire 
until potataes are brown and pepper 
is tender. old like an omelet and 
serve on a hot platter. , 

Potato Pancakes. 

There are innumerable ways or 
making potatd pancakes: They may 
be stiffened with enough eggs to make 
them quite dry, or just mediym dry, 
as in this recipe: Six large raw pota- 
toes, two eggs, one onion, salt and 
pepper to taste. Grate the potatoes 
and onion, add eggs and seasoning, and 
beat all together. Some people add a 
little flour. Have a smooth, hot grid- 
dle, heat up slowly, and smooth by 


of little cakes. Cook slowly until 
brown on one side; then turn and cook 
on the other. Good with gravy or @ 


sauce. 
Potatoes au Gratin. 

There are many ways of making po- 
tatoes au gratin, but since raw potato 
swells if cooked in milk, and the whole 
may be too dry, it is safest for suc- 
cess to use cooked potatoes. The 
amount of cheese used may be to taste, 
but in the following there is about 
as much as should be used at the most: 
One cup grated cheese, one pint of 
milk, five medium sized potatoes 
chopped quite fine. Butter baking dish 
well, put in layers of potatoes, cheese, 
a dash of salt and pepper if you must 
use the latter, but it is a better dish 
without it, and bits of butter until the 
dish is filled. Put finely rolled cracker 
crumbs ana bits of butter on top. Fill 
dish with milk heated till hot, and 
bake twenty minutes. Or the cheese 
may be dissolved in milk and the whole 
poured over potatoes put in buttered 
baking dish.

TABLOID BOOK

OUNG STEPHEN VINCENT BENETS “The Begin- 
ning of Wisdom” is a first novel ‘which should be 
iovuked upon with favor by those who complain that 

young America is sterile intellectually. For it has all the 
‘suavity of an English novel, all the indolent assurance of 
the younger continental writers, 
all the free handed honesty of 
the realists, and yet it is as 
American as the skyscrapers. 
What many critics have been, 
complaining about in American 
literature is its conscious effort 
to appear at ease, its rough dia- 
mond attitude toward society. 
That is, incidentally, thé ‘quality 
that all Englishman think is 
typically American. They prob- 
ably Uked Vachel Lindsay in 
England because they thought 
hia bad English and his jazzy 
slang were uninten@ional and 
typical. And the European pas- 
sion for O. Henry as the great 
American short story writer is

Abroad they like to feel us untutored, honest, rough 
farm hands. In America we like to think of ourselves as 
potential, if not actual, aristocrats of the pen.

(I should read that 
if | were you, again, even if you've read fit before. It is 
one of H. G. Wells’ most inspiring conceptions—the idea 
that aristocracy of the mind, of the soul, is the great quest.) 

A far cry from “ The Beginning of Wisdom”? Perhaps. 
It is not one of the great novels of the age. It is not even 
the best novel of the season. But it is a novel with a po- 
‘“s~tiality of greatness in it which is rare in American fic- 
tion...It has that atmosphere of menta! aristocracy about 
it, an ‘atmosphere of being at ease.” All this is a bit tenuous, 
perhaps, but it is just criticism. You have probably already 
heard the book compared to “ This Side of Paradise.” That 
is the obVious thing to say about it, that it is a Yale Para- 
dise. It is something more than that because it is written 
with a keener sense of the beauty of words, of the music 
of sentences, than its predecessor. It is a poet's novel, at 
times lyrically beautiful. It has, on the other hand, a 
looseness of construction, an insouciance, which “ This 
Side of Paradise” did not have. It is just as wepeney | 
young, but where reality flamed in “ This Side of Paradise ” 
it glows in a haze of beauty in “The Beginning of Wis 
dom.”

Stock Men Meet Here to Rati fy Co-op Plan; 


to Save Millions in Cotton 


By Frank Ridgway. 


CIENCE has made another valuable contribution to agricultura. With 
test tubes and retorts a southern chemist has concocted a solution that 
will eventually put an end to the heavy losses of cotton from fire and 
country damage in the southern states. Cotten growern are finding that 

by throwing their cotton bales into tanks as they come from the gin and dip- 
ping them in this chemical solution as they dip their cattle for ticks, they will 
be able to save millions of dollars. | Sea. 

Dipping the gin baled cotton protects it against both ignition by flash and 
spark fires and damage by vegetable rot, country damage that is so destruo- 
tive in the south. The dipping does not injure the strength of cotton fiber 
or its spinning or dye¢ing qualities. Probably no other one thing, since the 
invention of the gin, has meant so much to the cotton growers of the south. 

* 


Attendant Advantage for the North. P 

An idea of what this means is apparent when it ts considered that the 
loss caused by country damage alone amounts to more than $250,000,000 a 
year. This does not include the enormous loss caused by fire every year. 
Government tests show that bales—each one weighs 500 pounds—lose from 80 
to 410 pounds as a result of attacks by vegetable rot. After they have been 
treated they may be stored on the ground or in warehouses without loss, 

_ This means much to the northern manufacturer, since the cotton grower 
is Indirectly a heavy buyer of goods made in the northern and middle western 
states, arrd the saving of this enormous annual loss adds much to the buying 
power of the south. |

The chemist’s discovery will probably result,in revolutionizing the cotton 
industry, because it will not only effect great savings for the producer by 
protecting his crop from the two most important evils—fire and country 
damage—but it will lower his {nsurance rates and relieve the great problem of 
transporting cotton in box cars. 

Checking Losses by Fire. 

Cotton is highly inflammable, and when untreated it must be hauled in 
box cars—well back from the engine—and cleats must be nailed on the doors 
to prevent ignition of the bales by engine sparks. This ties up hundreds of 
box cars on the southern roads that are needed to move grain in the corn belt. 

Treated bales may be safely loaded on flat or stock cara, with no danger 
of catching fire or being damaged in wet weather. When this treatment of 
cotton becomes general flat cars will be used exclusively and the box cars 
will be released for grain. This will tend to lessen transportation costs and 
the loading and unloading problem will be greatly simplified. 3 : 
‘ Cotton ¢garrying railroads are heavy losers when the cotton is not pro- 
tected from fire, because engine sparks cause most of the costly conflagrations.

Dutch ‘Airman to 
Build 3 Chamber 
Air Leviathan 


N airship fitted with the “three 
chamber” system, using hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, and air, which 
will, it is claimed, eliminate the 

danger of explosion, has been invented 
by A. Boerner, a Dutch airman. The 
airship, it is stated, needs no ballast, 
and is not subject to loss of gas. 

The design of the airship, as de- 
‘scribed by the aeronautical corre- 
spondent of the Londdn Times, is the 
ost interesting. The balloon proper 
eonsists of a large number: of indi- 
vidual gas cells attached to a bridge 
chassis made of duralumin. All the 
machinery is carried in the latter. 
There is a passenger deck with space 
for state rooms, dining rooms, etc., for 
passengers and crew. 

The airship is to be fitted with what 
is called the “three chamber” gsys- 
tem, using hydrogen, nitrogen, and air. 
This is the device that provides pro- 
tection against explosion, ignition, and 
lightning. 

It is to be fitted with a new propeller. 
system which shoul mafe it possible 
to use all: the dynamic forces of the 
vessel for forward, upward, backward, 
and downward drive. Not the least 
important result it is hoped to obtain 
from this equipment is that of reliable 
landing without assistance from the 
ground. 

The hydrogen.in the envelope is sep- 
araied on all sides from the atmos- 
phere air by a wall of nitrogen; these 
are the means used to eliminate the 
danger of fire. Should the outer en- 
velope catch fire, the flame, it is 
claimed, will be extinguished by the
